With Bradman and. Fingicton on 
the injured Ilst, Australia gave Eng- 
Iand no opposition in.the fifth test 
at the Oval to-day and the English 
bowlers soon ran through the re- 
maning bats to give England victory 
by an innings and 576 runs. 

It was the most decisive victory 
England had scored In tho history of 
tests. Australia could make only 
201 and 123.

score in the. second, andthe batsmen 
took heart ‘of grace — witness 
especially McCabe's magnificent 
knock In the First Test, Our bowling 
was stronger then probably than in 
the last. But with Bradman laid 
definitely on the-shelf McCabe could 
do no better than 14 and 2. Indeed 
S. Barnes, who was ‘unfit for tho 
first half of the tour, alone did well 


forily orderlng the return of-Henner 
Henkel and Georg von Metaxa from 
the United States, Both Henkel and 
Mectaxa apparently are desirous of 
Participating jn the American cham- 
plonships, but the authoritles in Ger- 
many say “No!
